Kenney, to believe him 
capable of 
such acts. 
Oscar McKenney has done business 
in Mt. Carroll for 20 years, and is the 
soul of honor. 
His word is as good as 
his boud; he is ao honest, upright, 
straightforward citizen and a trusted 
and honored business man, and to us 
it look s lik e the orators and oratrlxes 
will have an elephant 
their hands 
when they come to prove the allega­ 
tions as set out. 
All k now that Mrs. 
Mark was illiterate: none deny tha t
